The episode of Jast Halloween

ly the news received great “cover- 
age’ in places where such 


. choice morsels are discussed, dis- 


sected, digested and dispersed. 

“It is unfortunate thiat an incident 
such as this that MAY have start- 
ed as a “harmless” Halloween 
prank, ended as an ugly situation 


perpeliated conrplete with the trap- 


pings of an organization historical- 
ly biased against Blacks, Jews, 
Catholics, and any other’ groups 


‘ or individuals not in their favor 


at the time. 

We area lifitle disappointed that 
responsible spokesmen for he tar- 
gets of the ‘‘nightriders’’, mem- 
bens of panels: ostensibly concerned 
about law and order, or those affil- 


’ jated with local imagery groups, 


did not contact the Jocal media at 
the time, The temptation might be 
to choose one of three reasons why 
they did not; that the incident 
wals merely a. prank, it was of no 
consequence, or that there wias an 
underlying sympathy with the ac- 
tion.

Nursing Homes: 
Regulation or Protection? 

There is a biblical saying that 
“we measure the prosperity of a 
a country in accordance. with its 
treatment of the aged.” 

The United States has always 
been regarded as a prosperous nia- 
tion, But how would we measure 
the prospérity of our country as 
it relates to the elderly in our 
society? Have we equitiably shared 
‘our wealth and resources, with old- 
er Americans? 

An ongoing political battle in 
Washington has brought an issue 
involving the elderly to national 
‘attention: federal standards for 
nursing homes. The issue has high- 
lighted a very interesting and dif- 
ficult problem: the need to curb 
unnecessary government regula- 
tions without harming what is 
perhaps dhe most vulmenable seg- 
ment of our society. 

Twenty years jago, nursing 
homes in this country were re- 
garded jas warehouses for the 
dying. The available selection was 
meager, and their conditions were 
often iapplalling. Over the years, 
largely through strong Congres- 
sional action, conditions have been

were lifted, 

But if can be very difficult to 
tell where regulatory excess ends 
and protection begins for the 1.3 
million Americans over 65 sho 
are cared for in nursing homes— 
including the nearly 10,000 who 
reside in Maine’s 146 nursing 
homes, ; 

Recently, the Reagan Adminis. 
tration proposed some changes in 
regulations governing tursing 
home inspection and licensing 
which drew fire from the Senlate 
Special Committee on Aging, of 
which I.amsa member. Briefly, the 
proposed changes would result in 
less frequent inspections of nurs- 
ing homes and would allow facili- 
ties with known deficiencies to be 
checked on by telephone rather 
than in person. ' 

These changes were proposed as 

part of President Reagan’s over- 
all campaign of cutting govern: 
ment paperwork and climinating 
imnecessary regulations. While I 
am sympathetic to the goal, I feel 
that these proposed changes are a 
step in the wrong direction. 
__Of particular concern to me is 
the situation in Maine, where 40:

I believe that re- 
laxation of the standards might 
result in corsumers in rural areas 
having to choose betiveen substan.

The Police Chief's salary and wag- 
es paid to parttime police offi- 
ens, constables, animial control 
officer and the school crossing 
guard accounts for $21,500. and is 
the largest item in the Police De- 
partment’s budget, Remaining 
funds. are budgeted for police car 
gasoline and maintenanice, opexat- 
ing supplies and uniforms, com- 
munications equipment miainten- 
ance, and insurance. In recent 
years, except for special occas- 
sions such as thé purchase of a 
mew police car, this abea of the 
feazet has remained about the 

ie. 

a Bethe] Police Depantment is 
stated by a fulltime, salaried 
police chief, two part-time special 
officers and seven. constables. One 
‘coustiable is available for assign- 
ment to duty houns along with the 
police chief and special police of- 
ficens while dhe remaining consta- 
bles, two of which are women, 
are ‘available for service on spe- 
‘cial occasions. Special Police Of- 
ficers) and Constables enjoy the 
same, police authority and respon- 
sibilities as specified by State 
Statutes. However, because emer- 
Bencies can occur with little or 
mo notice, constables normally 
live within or very near Bethel. 

Awound the clock police protec- 


, tion by on duty Bethel personnel 


is not permitted because of per- 
sonnel and budgetary limitations.

During 
the summer and other periods of 
need, extra platrols are posted to
